HINT ON RATES 
"I would say that we should not 
reduce the pontage ratea loo noon 
lor this reanoti”, aald Post manter 
General Earnest Hertrand. "In the

of the ERP funds which tlie U.S. 
Congress has authorized will be us¬ 
ed for purchase- outside the U.S. 
am h as in Canada but these latter 
bo called "off-shore” purchases may 
only enable hr to continue to send 
to Western Europe commodities 
which otherwise, because of our 
own dollar difficulties wo woil'd 
have had to direct lo countries that 
could provide us with dollars or 
goods in return.

Death To Graa.hopper* 

In 1047, hordes of grasshoptiers 
invaded the wheat lands of Saskat¬ 
chewan. They caused serious crop 
losses and left millions of eggs on 
roadsides, ditch hanks, field margins 
and ill stubble fields. Grasshopper 
forecast* for 11148, prepared by 
Kntomologistg of the Science Service 
Laboratories at e Lethbridge and 
Saskatoon, indicate that the most 
serious plague of grasshoppers since 
If in can he exported in many dis¬ 
tricts of Western Canada, particu¬ 
larly in Saskatchewan, this year 
/nfestnl Areas. The area in Sask¬ 
atchewan known to he infested with 
sufficient numbers of grasshopper 
eggs to constitute a serious threat 
to crops ilus spring, extends from 
North Battleford southward to the 
United States boundary, and from 
the Alberta border eastward to a 
line through Wynyard, Hegina, 
Kstevan and Weyburn Fortunately, 
ill Manitoba and Alberta, heavy 
grasshopper infestations are confintd 
to a few’ relatively small areas in 
the southern portions of these prov¬ 
inces. A word of warning. Farmers 
in the grasshopper infested areas of 
Western Canada who fail to prepare 
for, and to carry out, an effective 
poisouing campaign this spring are 
likely to suffer imii-'ially heavy 
crop losses in 1948. • 

Grasshopper (’mitral. No attempt 
can be made here to give detailed 
information on the control of grass¬ 
hoppers. As most western farmers 
know, successful grasshopper control 
depends largely on an early and 
effective spring baiting campaign 
If grasshoppers threaten your crop 
this spring seek the co-operation and 
assistance of your municipal officials 
and Agricultural Kcpresentativcs. 
Vour Loo*l Line Lie valor agent will 
be only too rearly to help you to 
wage war on grasshoppers. Kupporl 
your community control campaign, 
md make sure you keep the grass- 
hopiiers on your own farm strictly 
under control. Full information 
on effective grasshopper control 
measures, availability of poison bail, 
etc., can be obtained from your 
Provincial Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, or nearest Dominion Ento¬ 
mological Laboratory (Lethbridge, 
Alta., Saskatoon, Bask., or Urandon,
